WELL WORTH WHILE 

Edmonton taxpayers prepaid taxes to the amount 
of $500,000. That is about one-sixth of the probable 
levy for the year. 

The question whether it was worth while to offer 
a discount and invite prepayment, is answered very 
positively. It was obviously worth while for those 
taxpayers who were in position to take advantage of 
the offer, Else they would not have prepaid. 

It was also worth while from the stand-point of 
the city. Any business concern that could start the 
year by collecting one-sixth of its revenue far in 
advance would be fortunate indeed.

Those 
who have much at stake in the city have demon- 
strated their confidence in its financial position 
That wil! encourage those who have less at stake 
to dismiss any doubts they have had, pay as 
early as they can, and esp ¢ their property clear.

RESTORATION BY "REDUC TION? 


Canada's railways are suffering { 
traffic. That is all they are sufferir 7 
traffic, and their revenues will be restored 
employees called back to work, their debts paid 
the. securities made valuable. 

They have lost traffic mainly for two reesons 
The private motor car and private truck, and the 
commercial motor bus and freight truck ! stolen 
their short haul business, passenger eud freight 

Trade is quiet and the times dull. Few people 
are travelling and relatively little freigh! is moving 
That has cut down the long haul traffic of the rail- 
ways But, such as it is, the long haul traffic is all 
the railways have left 

And seemingly that is all the traffic they expect 
to hendle in future, and only a modified amount of 
that. This was the key-note of @ speech that Pres 
dent Beatty of the C.P.R delivered in Toronto or 
Monday. 

Mr. Beatty would amalgamate the two railway 
systems, put them under one management, and 
operete them “on account of the people of Canada.” 
That presumably means that the people of Canada, 

as taxpayers, would be required to guarantee the 
Somme against loss, pay losses if they occurred,

C.P.R. some rate of dividends on their investment. 

Under this monopolistic management the rail- 
ways could “effect economies” by ceasing to com- 
pete with each other, and with any and every other 
kind of transportation agency. Services could be 
cut down, lines abandoned, employees dismissed, 
wages reduced, in hope that at some point the 
reduction of expenditure would overtake the fall- 
ing revenue and “balance the budget.” | 

That is one way of dealing with the railway 
problem, by a policy of systematic attrition, carried 
out under direction of monopoly control, with the 
taxpayers standing responsible if losses resulted. 

The proposition seems to amount to this. That 
the railways quietly bequeath the short haul traf- 
fie, passenger and freight, to the automobile, bus 
and truck, and make no effort to reccver it. That 
in order to subsist on the proceeds of long haui 
traffic alone, the railways reduce service to the 
minimum, cut employment and expenditure to the 
limit, and call upon the public to make up any 
shortage in revenue through higher rates or sub 
sidies or both. 

Perhaps from the standpoint of railwaymen that 
is the best, the easiest, or the only way of handling 
the railway situation. From the standpoint of the 
public it seems to leave a good deal to be desired. 
The proposal looks too much like scuttling the ship 
to put out the fire

‘JOE BEEF” OF MONTREAL 
On this date in 1889, Montreal 
was stirred by the funeral of “Joe 
one of the most remark- 
ures in its history. 

His real name was Charles Mc- 
Kiernan; he was an Irishman; he 
became a British soldier; he came 
to.Canada with the Royal Artil- 


lery in 1864; and eventually 
bought his discharge. Like many 
another old soldier he became a 


saloon keeper. 

In time his place became known 
as “Joe Beef's canteen”, the nick- 
name being given because there 
was always a big pot of beef soup 
on the stove for the use of the 
“boy which was never allowed 
to cool day or night and a dip 
into which was free to anyone 
who came along. whether he had 
or no These were the 
days before the Salvation Army 
and Joe Beefs was the refuge for 


money 


the “down and outs.” Joe never 
turned a man aw he kept many 
through long winters; most of 


them paid up later; if any failed, 
the loss was set down as charity. 

In course of time Joe gathered 
quite a menagerie and his place 
became one of the sights of the 
city for tourists, who, regaled op 


) Canadian whisky, enjoyed many a 


wrassie between his pet bears. 
and contributed to the poor box, 
which was used in spring to buy 
new outfits for the winter dere- 
licts., 

When the Salvation Army came 
along Joe invited them down to 
his place to hold services and 
always gave freely when the 
tambourine was passed round.

man in its true meaning; he never 
knowingly harbored a criminal; 
he never turned away a hungry 
man or woman. 

Both he and his wife had

lasted.a full 24 hours. Then came 
the funeral, with a military band, 
which as at a soldier's funeral, 
played dirges on the way to the 
cemetery and lively marches on 
the way back and a couple of 
hymns as the parade halted at the 
General Hospital to allow Joe to 
hand the meny wreaths over to 
the patients. 

Joe's own funeral was not so 
colorful, but it was an event. 
“Prominent citizens” and “bums” 
marched behind the hearse pay- 
ing tribute to the man who loved 
his fellow men and proved it day 
and night. Joe died a Protestant. 
having joined up with the Salva- 
tion Army, but the night before 
his funeral he was given a “wake” 
just as if he had died in his na- 
tive Sligo. It was some “wake”: 
I know; I was there! 

The canteen soon disappeared; 
the animals were sold or killed; 
and soon there was no trace of 
Joe Beef but memory. Some day 
I hope to see a tablet on the Har 
bor Commissioner's building at 
Montreal recalling the fact that 
on its site there was once Joe 
Beef's canteen, which never turn- 
ed a soul away, which fed the 
starving and which clothed the 
naked. Joe certainly deserves 


that much.

[ Heateh and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy. 
The first rule in any form of sore throat is to 


rest the throat by avoiding talking and even cough. 
ing if possible. It is also well to realize that throat 
ailments are very seldom primary troubles but 
indicate a toxic condition which causes a lack of 
resistance to invading bacteria. The wastes, due to 
Jong-continued wrong diet, constipation, indiges- 
tion, ete, must be eliminated. Every type of acute 
sore throat is, therefore, improved by the eliming- 
tive powers of the fast and other measures which 
will speed up the expulsion of toxins through the 
eliminative organs. 

Good local treatments to palliate the attack 
consist of cold compresses around the throat which 
should be covered with real woolen flannel and 
ther should be left on for several hours or over 
nignt so that the heat is retained by the wool, re- 
sulting in a gentle steaming of the throat. In a case 
of an abscessed tonsil hot compresses, frequently 
applied, may do more good by causing the abscess 
to come to a head. 

In most cases of simple sore throat a rest in bed 
on a water or fruit juice fast together with the use 
of enemas and tepid sponge baths every two hours 
while there is a fever will bring beneficial results 
within three days. Once an attack of this type 
starts, it will last for a few days even under the 
best treatment, but, if wisely handled according to 
the directions I am giving you, it will leave the 
patient feeling better than before and avoid most 
of the serious complications which might otherwise 
arise. By adopting hygienic measures at the onset 
of the trouble, 
serious chronic disorders from developing. 

I do not advise the patient to start doping him- 
self or using repeated gargles. Many people use 
first one remedy and then another with the result 
that this injudicious treatment does more harm 
than good by irritating the throat. At the onset of 
throat irritations it seems all right to use a thorough 
gargling just once with a reliable strong antiseptic 
solution, but I do not advise repeating it too fre- 
quently because, after the inflammation starts, the 
throat tends to produce its own method of over- 
coming invading bacteria and too frequent gargles 
with strong solutions may weaken the natural 
defense. 

When hoarseness is present, it is usually bene- 
ficial to keep the air in the sick room as moist as 
possible by putting a pan of water on a heater and 
allowing it to evaporate. A few drops of some 
essential oil, such as eucalyptus, menthol or thymol 
may be placed on top of the water so that the 
odors of the oils are carried in the vapor. If a 
doctor who gives physiotherapy treatments is near, 
it often gives great relief if the patient is treated 
with a deep therapy lamp over the throat and 
chest. 

While the local measures may seem to do a lot 
of good by making the patient more comfortable 
for a time, it is wise to remember that the cure 
of throat trouble depends upon getting rid of the 
toxic poisons of the body. Once these are removed 
and further toxic wastes are not allowed to gather, 
the throat is no longer irritated and the patient 
can become free from acute throat troubles. Afte: 
the sore throat has cleared up, starches and sugars 
should be avoided in the diet for some time, using 
instead a larger amount of the non-starchy vege- 
tables, fresh fruits and lean protein foods. Fresh 
air, exercises, daily sponge baths, outdoor walks 
and plenty of sleep are all helpful in overcoming 
a tendency to recurring throat troubles. 

One with an irritated throat should avoid ex- 
cessive smoking, dusty work, breathing in vapors 
from irritating chemicals, wet cold feet and hot 
dry air. The lack of humidity in artificially heated 
rooms during the winter :nonths is often an irritat- 
ing cause of sore throats, One who will follow 
these common-sense rules need never fear that he 
will develop bronchitis, a more serious condition, 
often developing from neglected sore throats. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mr. Isaac P. asks: “Is salt fish a 
good food in rheumatism where the most misery is 
in the swelling of the joints, with continuous pain?” 
ANSWER: I do not advise the use of salt fish at 
any time if fresh fish is available. In a case of 


rheumatism it is better to almost entirely eliminate 
salt, so salted fish could not be considered a good 
protein food for the rheumatic patient.
